1949, the Oanadian Arthritis and 
Rheumatism Society, has assisted 
hospitals to establish 'special out¬ 
patient arthritis clinics, 'rheumatic 
disease discovery units and mobile 
clinics.

Maximum pensionable earnings 
under the Canada Pension Plan, 
Mr. Cote said will rise by $100 from 
the present $5,100 to $5,200. 

Maximum yearly contributions 
by employers and employees will 
increase from 'the current $81.00 to 
the new figure of $82.80 each.

Pension Payments 
Increase In 1969 

OTTAWA — The maximum of 
the combined basic Old Age Sec¬ 
urity pension and the Guaranteed 
Income Supplement wiM rise from 
$107.10 to 109.20 a month in Jan¬ 
uary 1969, iit was announced by 
Health and Welfare Minister John 
Munro. At the same time, Mr. 
Munro and Revenue Minister J. P. 
Cote announced increases in con¬ 
tributions and benefits under the 
Canada Pension Plan, also effect¬ 
ive. in January. 

The pension increase 'announce¬ 
ment foMowed an increase of two 
per cent in the Pension Index, the 
maximum aMowed by legislation, 
from 1968 to 1969. The Pension In¬ 
dex reflects increases in the Con¬ 
sumer Price Index. 

Old Age Security pensions will 
increase from $76.50 to $78.00 a 
month. More than 1,500,000 men 
and women wiM receive the in- 


beneits under the Plan. 

The maximum death benefit pay¬ 
able under the Canada Pension 
for deaths which occur in 1969 will 
be $520.

A By-Law to provide for the 

Impounding of Dogs 

running at large within the Town of Coleman 

Whereas, Section 304 of the Town and 
Village Act, being Chapter 338 of the Revised 
Statutes of Alberta, 1953, and amendments 
thereto; authorizes a Town Council to im¬ 
pound dogs; and 

Whereas the Council of the Town of 
Coleman deems it advisable to enforce con¬ 
trol of dogs running at large by impounding; 

NOW THEREFORE, the Council of the 
Town of Coleman, duly assembled does here¬ 
by enact: — 

1. For the purpose of this By Law, the mean¬ 
ing of “dog”, “owner” and “running at large” 
shall be as set out in By-Law No. 261. 

2. A pound for the retention of dogs shall be 
set up in the Town of Coleman at such 
place and under such conditions as may be 
designated by resolution of Council. 

3. Any peace officer, or any person or persons 
duly authorized or appointed by the Coun¬ 
cil/ for such purposes, may immediately 
sme any dog running at large within the 
Town of Coleman and take such dog to the 
pound provided, whereupon a notice shall 
be posted at the pound giving a description 
of the dog impounded and showing the 
time and date that such dog was placed in 
the pound. 

4. Any dog impounded shall be kept at the 
pound for a period of seventy two (72) 
hours at the owner's expense and at the 
rate set out in section 5 hereunder. 

5. Any person wishing to retrieve a dog im¬ 
pounded shall first pay the following 


charges: - 

Impounding Fee. ------- $2.00 

Maintenance per day or 

part of a day- - $1.50 


6. After the expiration of seventy two (72) 
hours from the time of impounding, any 
dog still unclaimed may be destroyed or 
sold by any such person as authorized in 
section 3 above.

The Pill And 
The Older Woman 


Strokes ... 

Their Cause and Cure 


The life expectancy of the aver¬ 
age woman has increased to 75 
yeans, >so that one-third of a wom¬ 
an’s life is now 'after the meno¬ 
pause. 

The menopause does not provoke 
as much anxiety in women today 
as in days gone by according to 
The Canadian Mental Health Assoc¬ 
iation. They know .that this should 
be an active period of their lives, 
not just a waiting period for death. 
Continuous sex hormone substitut¬ 
ion therapy helps to 'attain this goal. 

Most women realize that their 
reaction to the menopause will par¬ 
allel itheir reaction to any other 
stress, so 'they will be able to cope 
with 'this side of it. However there 
is one specific menopausal symp¬ 
tom — the hot flush — which can 
and should be completely relieved 
by female sex hormones. These 
are usually a mixture of the hor¬ 
mones from the ovary; estrogen 
and progesterone. 

There are certain conditions such 
.as hardening of the 'arteries and 
decalcifying of the bones, which 
occur to a greater extent after the 
menopause. Women get shorter at 
this time. Until the menopause 
these changes are prevented by the 
sex hormones. The rationale of us¬ 
ing these sex 'hormones is to pre¬ 
vent these changes ever occuring, 
and 'there is a certain amount of 
evidence that this is possible. 

There is no doubt that these 
hormones increase the feeling of 
well-being and reduce fatigue. They 
have to be used in cycles, and af¬ 
ter each cycle menstruation oc¬ 
curs, which means that women 
may well be menstruating well in¬ 
to their 60’s. 

The C.M.A. says these hormones 
have to be taken under careful sup¬ 
ervision. The main disadvantage is 
that most women find it tedious, if 
not impossible, to remember to 
toke a pill each day. 


Strokes 'are usually caused by 
one of three varieties of disease 
processes, The Canadian Medical 
Association reports. The most com¬ 
mon of these is thrombosis, which 
is plugging of the arteries of the 
brain. Beyond the point of the plug¬ 
ging of 'the artery, the brain tissue 
dies. 

Symptoms of thrombosis include 
short episodes of weakness, dizz¬ 
iness, difficulty in seeing, numbness 
and tingling in the arms or bands. 
Relief from 'these symptoms some¬ 
times can be brought about by the 
use of blood-thinning agents known 
'as 'anticoagulants. These medicat¬ 
ions must be used with extreme 
caution by experienced physieans. 

Cerebral bemorrage, or bleeding 
into or around 'the brain, is the sec¬ 
ond most common cause of strokes. 
There are two varieties of cereb¬ 
ral bemorrage: one related to 'high 
blood pressure, which is often fatal 
and the other a rupture of a berry¬ 
like swelling where 'the arteries div¬ 
ide, which is less often fatal. Cereb¬ 
ral bemorrage often can be pre¬ 
vented by the control of 'high blood 
pressure. 

The 'third most common cause of 
strokes is 'the release of an embol¬ 
us or small blood clot into the cir¬ 
culation, which in turn plugs a 
brain 'artery, causing paralysis. 
These embolic strokes usually foll¬ 
ow changes in the heart valves 
brought about by rheumatic heart 
disease. Blood-thinning agents, fre¬ 
quently used by doctors oaring for 
patients with rheumatic heart dis¬ 
ease, sometimes reduce the fre¬ 
quency of embolic strokes. 

The C.M.A. -advises that many 
'Strokes can be prevented, or red¬ 
uced in severity, if 'treatment is 
commenced after the first symp¬ 
toms appear.

July Traffic Statistics 
For Alberta 

Motor vehicle accidents in Al¬ 
berta were up nearly 12 per cent 
during July, 1968, reports the Al¬ 
berta Safety Council. 

And though the count is still in¬ 
complete, *the number of accidents 
and deaths recorded this past July 
jWe the highest ever recorded for 


the month. 

The Safety Council’s monthly 
survey of traffic statistics show 47 
died in motor vehicle accidents in 
July. This brought the 1968 fatality 
total to 211, nine percent above the 
same period of 1967. 

Traffic injuries reported during 
July reached 1053, for a total of 
5279 so far this year. This is 12 per 
cent 'ahead of last year. 

All accidents reported by the end 
of July totalled 25,510 compared 
with 22,705 reported by the end of 
July 1967. There were 3,906 accid¬ 
ents reported during July 1968. "’Of 
these, 646 produced injuries, and 38 
resulted in fatalities. There has 
been 3,304 injury accidents 'and 159 
fatal accidents so far this year. 

Edmonton 'and Calgary both con¬ 
tinue to have fatality levels well 
above last year. At the end of July, 
there had been 21 traffic fatalities 
in Edmonton, compared with 14 in 
1967. Calgary had 20 fatalities, 
compared with 11 the year before. 

An unusual feature of the traffic 
fatality picture this year is that 
there are actually fewer fatal acc¬ 
idents recorded by the end of this 
July 'than a year ago. By the end 
of July 1967, 164 fatal accidents 
took lives of 193 people. By the end 
of July 1968, there had been 159 
fatal accidents, taking the lives of 
211 persons. 

Another indication of the mount¬ 
ing accident toll in Alberta is the 
estimated property damage figure 
of 11.8 million dollars, compared 
with 10.1 million dollars estimated 
damage by the end of July last 
year.

COMPLAIN TO THE RIGHT 
PEOPLE. 

“Who are they?” you say. For 
one the manufacturer. Of course 
more often than neough, the old 
manufacturer has conveniently left 
his address off the label so that’s 
out. 

“What’s next?” you say. I’m not 
going to search the countryside for 
a manufacturer for one measly 
worm. Better to complain to the 
cupboards, they’re closer”. 

Hold on. There is a place — a 
place is available to each and 
everyone of us and that is the 
Department of Consumer and Cor¬ 
porate Affaire in Ottawa. It’s ASK¬ 
ING YOU for YOUR complaints. 

And there’s no usual red tape to 
go through either. Before this De¬ 
partment came into existence gen¬ 
erally consumer complaints bounc¬ 
ed from Department to Department 
everywhere from the Department 
of Food and Drug to the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture. Now there is 
no more bouncing only a direct 
catch by the Department of Consu¬ 
mer and Corporate Affairs. Notice 
Consumer comes first. 

It was established by the federal 
government in December 1967 and 
one of its principal functions was 
clearly defined as “distribution of 
information on matters of consum¬ 
er concern”. So they are distribut¬ 
ing information in the form of the 
“Consumer Communique”. ANY¬ 
ONE can receive it. Simply write 
to: - The Consumer, Box 99, OTT¬ 
AWA and ask to be on their mailing 
list. 

Also since communications is a 
two-way process, they WANT to 
bear from YOU on all complaints. 
Lay off the cupboards and write to 
Box 99. Note the easy address. 

At Alberta Women’s Week, Mr. 
Walter Coombs of the Canadian 
Mental Health Association spoke 
on “Copin with Daily Stresses”. 
One point he brought out that peo¬ 
ple get all in a dither about some 
unsatisfactory condition but do no¬ 
thing about it. His answer was to 
DO something, get INVOLVED, 
COMPLAIN and get it off your 
mind. One doctor said “Women 
blow ten dollars on a ten cent prob¬ 
lem”. 

When you have a problem with 
something you purchased, don’t 
waste ten dollars of energy fuming 
about it.

Canada Post Office 
Cancels Post Office 
Savings Bank Service 

The Post Office Savings Banx 
which was inaugurated 100 years 
-ago “to encourage savings among 
people of low and medium in¬ 
comes”, will be phased out, Post¬ 
master General, -the Honourable 
Eric Kierans announced today. 
Starting September 3, no new ac¬ 
counts were opened a-nd no dep¬ 
osits accepted for established ac¬ 
counts. While -all depositors will be 
requested to withdraw their money 
from the Savings Bank the close¬ 
out operation would be expedited 
if owners of inactive accounts 
would make application now to 
clear -their remaining balances. The 
phase out is planned to span six¬ 
teen month period during which 
time Parliament wil be asked to 
consider legislation which will close 
the book on this chapter of post 
office history by January 1, 1970. 

In the past Royal Commissions 
have recommended the closing of 
-the Savings Bank -as an economic 
measure but -the government of the 
day -always took a second look at 
-the service aspect and gave the 
institution a reprieve. 

There can be no further exten¬ 
sions, the Postmaster General said, 
since the expanded services rend¬ 
ered by other financial institutions 
have made the operations of the 
Savings Bank economically un¬ 
justifiable. Interest rates higher 
than 2‘/ 2 % paid by other financial 
organizations, increased competit¬ 
ion for savings and the improved 
transportation to larger centres 
have -accelerated the decline in the 
Past Office Savings Bank deposits.
